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A NOBLE TRIBUTE TO A NOBLE 
DOCTOR 


RECENT article in the Hartford 

Courant, reprinted below, pays 
high tribute to one of Shrinedom's 
most noble members, Dr. R. Nelson 
Hatt, Chief Surgeon of the Springfield 
Unit of the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
^mippled Children. 


“That branch of Freemansonry 
known as the Order of the Mystic 
Shrine, to which only those with high 
Masonic degrees are eligible, engaged 
some years ago in erecting at strategic 
places throughout the country hospitals 
for erippled children. At Springfield 
is one of these institutions which has 
served the New England area admi- 
rably since its start in 1925, and here 
in Hartford the other night the Shrin- 
ers of Sphinx Temple paid appropriate 
tribute to the work done there by the 
head surgeon, Dr. R. Nelson Hatt, who 
has held that position since the hos- 
pital was opened. Hundreds of crip- 
pled children, some of whom could only 
get about on all fours, have come under 
his care and have been restored to a 
useful place in society. 


"Dr. Hatt has carried out a program 
looking not only to the correction of 
physieal deformities but of developing 
moral and spiritual values in the child. 
He has doubtless found abundant rec- 
ompense in the letters that have come 
to him from scores of successfully 
treated patients who, thanks to his 
skill, are now able to earn their own 
living. With characteristic modesty he 
has taken no credit to himself for all 
this but has given it entirely to the 
loyal support he has received from the 
Shriners. He has merely regarded him- 
self as the fortunate instrument for 
their benefactions. But the Shriners 
themselves know that there is much 
more to it than that. Not only do they 
acknowledge his aptitude as an ortho- 
ped'st, but they place a proper estimate 
on his qualities as friend and coun- 
sellor to his little patients. To them 
he is a Noble in every sense of that 
highly-prized word of Masonry."

“My Mammy done tole me,” if 
some.of these chaps don't wash these 
stockings oftener than they did their 
leggins—My gosh! What those “socks” 
will look like after a parade on muddy 
streets. However, we are looking for- 
ward to the day when we can dazzle 
the eyes of the female of the species 
with those new uniforms, for “Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these."

Ye editor-in-chief told us he had res- 
urrected an old snapshot of the late 
Noble Warren H. Buswell and Noble 
Clinton F. Messer, taken in Washing- 
ton, D. C., during the 1923 Imperial 
Council Session, and was going to print 
it in this issue.

Under the old band for- 
mation the flutes were in the front line 
and we were on the extreme left of the 
line, and when the band halted people 
on the sidelines used to ask where we 
got our drum major, and we invariably 
replied, “From State's Prison." They 
did not believe us, of course, and 
thought we were ribbing them; but 
the funny part was that it was lit- 
erally true, because “Buz” was Turn- 
key over at the Charlestown State 
Prison. Noble Messer, who played the 
French horn, and a good horn player, 
too, was the shortest man in the band, 
less than 5 feet. When the band went 
away on trips to the Imperial Council 
gatherings, the newspaper photograph- 
ers always tried to get “Buz” and 
“Clint” to pose together, sort of a Mutt 
and Jeff effect. This picture sure brings 
back many pleasant memories of the 
days of yore.
